VALUABLE ETHIOPIC MANUSCRIPT. 


To open an intercourse with the ancient Church 
of Abyssinia, in order to revive its primitive in- 
telligence and zeal, was one of the important ob- 
jects which the Church Missionary Society had in 
view in establishing its representatives in the Me- 
diterranean. On Mr. Connor’s joining Mr, Jowett, 
a journey will be undertaken, as soon as practica- 
ble, to Erypt ; one purpose of wich will be, to o- 

en, with the aid of the British consul at Cairo, 
Mr. Salt, and throagh the patriarch of Alexandria, 
acommunication with Abyssinia. 

We extract a passage from the instructions de- 
livered te Mr. Connor, at a special meeting oa the 
28th of October, which will iatruduce to our rea- 
ders the description of a valuable Ethiopic manu- 
script, lately come into the Soetety’s possession. 

Speaking of the Abyssinian Chureh, it is said— 

“That most ancient Christian Charch lays a 
strong claim to our especial regard. Surrounded, 
and continually encroached on, by Mahomedan 
zeal, it seems to stretch out its imploring arms 
fur ovraid. It possesses the holy Scriptures, in

an ancient and. pure version ; but the copies of 
these Scriptures, in the gradual decay of the 
Church, have become rare, scattered and mutila- 
ted. No object can present itself to the Chris- 
tian world, ofa greater interest, or of more: proba- 
ble influence on that whole Church and nation, 
than the communication to them, in rich abun- 
dance, of copies of that divine Word which they 
still reverence and love, but of which there is 
wow amoug them a grievous deficiency. The 
goud providence of God has lately brought into the 
Society's possession a MS. of peculiar value. Lt 
contains a perfect copy of the first eight books of 
the Old Testament, m Ethiopic. ‘The Committee 
have offared to the British and Foreign Bible So- 
‘ciety the use of this invaluable MS. in erder to 
‘print from it an addition of this portion of Serip- 
‘tore ; and Mr. Lee has teridered his able services

Mr. Lee, the Orientalist, has given the follew- 
ing statement respecting the Ethiopic MSS, in 
general, ant! particularly that which 1s come into 
the Society’s possession. 

“Ttis remarkable,” he says, “that notwithstand- 
ing the great repute of the Mthiopic version 
among tue learned in Europe, for more than two 
hundred years, the tar greaier part of the Bible 
has never appeared in print. tt is probable, in- 
deed, that Ledolf, the great Ethiopic scholar and 
granunarign, would bave printed many portions, 
and periaps the whole of the Old Testament,’ had 
sufficient encouragement been aiforded bin : bet, 
in those times, neither the love of letters, nor the 
superior desire of giviug the waters of ile freely, 
had obtained an ascencency over the udads of 
men, suflicient to bring to light so valuable a por- 
tion of the Sacred Senptyures. Soll we are mach 
indedted to Ludolf and ins exyceticus contempora- . 
ries, both for the portions of Scripture which the 
Wid print, ancl forthe elementary beoks which 
tocy left bebind them. Much, hawever, reinains 
tu be done, in this very juteresting department of 
jiteratvre ; which has now, for more than a hnan- 
dred years, scarcely been so much as* nained, 
much less jnquired inte.

October.* At that ivterview, fhe “outlines of a 
Constituiion tor a Society, to embrace the Presby- 
terian, the Reformed Dutch, and -the Associate 
Reformed Churches, was_prepused and consider- 
ed. Committees, composed of members of the 
Presbyterian sand Watch Reformed Churches, 
were appointed to confer with a similar commit- 
tee, if such a one should be appointed on the part 
of the Associate Reformed Synod at their annual 
sessions in the month of May following. That 
Synod having accordingly appvinted a correspon- 
ding committee, a fraternal meeting of the three 
committees was heldin the city of Philadelphia in 
the month of May, 1817. 

Inithat Convention, the Constitution was again 
considered, and, having been approved, was order- 
ed to be transmitted to the highest judicatories of 
the three denominations, fur their sanction and 
patronage. 

These Judicatories, having severally approved 
the constitution, appointed a committee from each, 
tu meet in the city of New-York, on the 28th of 
July, +817, for the purpose-of organizing the pro- 
posed Institution. 

In a large and respectable meeting of the friends 
of missions, convened by publichotice, in the city 
of N. York, at the time ators at, the United Fo- 
reign Missionary Society was sreguiarly organiz- 
ed, attd went inte ienemeid iat jon. 

One of the first acts of the Beard of Managers 
was, to direct their Secretary tg Open a corres- 
pondence with the London Missienary Society, 
tie Baptist Missionary Society, the Methodist 
Missiouary Society, the Church Missionary Soci- 
ety, and the Edinburgh Missionary Society, in G. 
Biitains the Netherlands Missionary Society, in 
Holland ; the Board of Missions of the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church ; the Board 
of Commissioners for Foreign Missions ; the Com- 
mittee of Missions of the General Synod of the 
Reformed Dutch Church; the Baptist Board of 
Foreign Missions in the United States ; and the 
Society of United Brethren in Europe and Ameri- 
ca; aud such others as he might deem proper.— 
‘This order has been complied with, and extended 
also to the Con. Missionary Society, and to the So- 
ciety for propagating the Gospel among the In- 
diuns in North America, instituted at Boston in

It appeals to the understandings and. hearts of 
those to whom it is addressed, and attempts to a- 
waken the public mim out of that deep sieep, that 
torpor of feeling, that unaccount able—not to sa 
criminal—apathy on this subject, which has hi- 
therto generally prevailed. - 

A printed circular, soliciting pecuniary aid, has 
also been forwarded to many Presbyteries and 
Classes connected with the Institution, and will 
as speedily as possible be transmitted to them all, 

The Board of Managers, through their Stand- 
ing Committee of Missions, have appvinted agents 
to itinerate in various parts of the United States, 
‘These agents are, authorized to solicit donativns, 
and te form auvsiliary societics. They have ap- 
puinted the Rev. Dr. Alexander Proudfit, of Sa- 
lem, Washington County, in the State of N. York, 
to itinerate in the northern aud western parts of 
that State ; the Rev. John Hi. Rice, of Richmond, 
Virginia, to itinerate in the south and west.of Vir- 
ginia: the Rev. Stephen N. Rowan, to visit the 
States of North and South Carolina, and the Rev. 
Elisha P. Swift, to iinerate in any partof the U. 
States. 

These rentlemen have.accepted their appoint- 
ments, and are either preparing for, or have alrea- 
dy entered on their respective agencies. 

A communication, under date of the 20th of Fe- 
bruary last, has been received from the Board of 
Directors of the N. York Missionary Socicty, stat- 
ing that a Committee had been appointed’by then 
to confer with a like Committee of the Beard of 


Managers of the United Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety, oo the subject of transferring tu this Board 


all the concerns of that Society, on certain condi- 
tions, and proposing, if these terms should be_ac- 
cepted, to recommend this measure to the New- 
York Missionary Society, at their next annual 
meeting. . 

A committee on the part of the Board haying 
been appointed, and having conferred with the 
Committee of the Board of Directors aforesaid, 
are in the following repert : namely— 

« That the Board of Directors of the New-York 
Missionary Society, on the ground of the similar- 
ity of objects of the two Institutions, and for other 
reasons, are wiilltqr ty trencfer-4e. Inita ve 
reign Missionary Society their books and papers, 
their missionary stations, their missionary and 
teacher, and all their funds, on the following con- 
ditions: namely— ; 

1. That this Society, in the event of said trans- 
fer, shall keep the covenant existing between the 
New-York Missionary Society and the Tuscarora 
nation of Indians. 

Al. ‘That they pay the salaries of their present. 
missionary and teacher, confurmably to existing 
stipulagions, as long as they shall continue at their 
present stations.” 

These conditions, in behalf of the United Fo- 
reign Missionary Society, were accepted by the 
Board, provided the New-York Missionary Socie- 
ty Shall agree to the transfer preposed by their 
Directors. 

A letter, dated April 25th, has since been re- 
ceived from the Secretary of the Board of Direc- 
tors aforesaid, stating that their proposals had 
been laid before their Society, on the 7th instant, 
And that in consequence of, some difficulties in 
relation to their covenant with the ‘Tuscareras, 
‘the subject was postponed until a future meetinz, 
to be called at the discretion of the Directors.. ~ 

As the teeneed this Society to act upon a large 
scale in the missionary cause will very much de- 
pend on the number and efficiency of auxiliary in- 
stitutions, the Board of Managers have caused ‘to 
be drafted the Pian of an Auxiliary Society, which 
will be published with this Report, and which th 
earnestly recontmend to be adupted by all who

bour, seal 

The following alterations in the Constitution 
have been proposed by the Board of Managers, 
which, fapproved by the Society, will be laid be- 
fore the highest Judicatories of our Charches, ancl

{. Phat the third article be so altered as to make 
the whole number of Managers eighteen, instead 
of twelve, exclusive of tue officers, 

tl. That to the fifth article be added the follow- 
ing \clause, viz.“ And any person presenting to 
the Suciety a donation of not tess than 100 dol- 
lars shall Le a Director for life, and entitled toa 
seat and vote in the Board of Managers. 

I}. Vhat an article be added after the fifth of 
the original instrument, to read thus: The presi- 
dent, treasurer, and secretary of societies auxilia- 
ry to this, shall be ex-oilicio members of the Board 
of Managers,
